States must submit applications at least two full months before the start of the state’s program

year (usually the fiscal year). A state plan, detailing each state’s energy goals and activities must
be submitted along with the other mandatory forms. Submissions are made electronically via the
federal government’s grant Web site.

How To Apply:

Shortly after HOME funds become available each year, HUD informs eligible jurisdictions of the
amounts earmarked for them. Participating jurisdictions must have a current and approved
Consolidated Plan (link to: http://www.hud.gov/offices/cpd/about/conplan/), which will include
an action plan that describes how the jurisdiction will use its HOME funds. A newly eligible
jurisdiction also must formally notify HUD of its intent to participate in the program. HUD
establishes HOME Investment Trust Funds for each grantee, providing a line of credit that the
jurisdiction may draw upon as needed.
